sun la doing his be»t for the corn and 
his worst for the fisherman, it takes 
our entire deck of ,trlckr to Inre th« 
game flsh out of the deep, cool holes. 
:Midsummer heat drlre* the flsh dowB 
to jrent depth In search of cold water 
and during only a few hours in the 
very early morning and at night they 
come Into the shallows to feed. At 
th«t time casting will land 'em, tht 
re«t of the day you simply have to go 
down for them or «lt on the cabin 
porch and hold n. talkfe»t on how you 
landed that "big 'un" a couple yean 
ago. 


Send th« Bait Down. 


For the hot weather, the greatest 


little old coazer la lire bait. Among 
the most used lire ones are the min- 
now, worms, helgramlte, crawfish and 
frofB, while the grasshopper If used 
as a surface bait on streams will get 
a rise out of a big trout or bass, when 
he wouldn't even take a look at a 
fly. 


If you are after bass, old man, when 


the mercury la popping high, locate • 
sand-bar or spring hole anywhere from 
thirty to a hundred feet down, if youi 
fishing waters go that deep, let youi 
little old live bait slowly settle to 
them and you will get base when th« 
other fellow finds it necessary to be 
satisfied with pan flsh.

Sunstroke or heat prostration is by 


no means as common as news items 
would lead us 
to imagine, this 
hot 


weatliei. 
Wnenever a 
victim 
suc- 
cumbs to apoplexy, uremia, heart fail- 
urp, 
fainting or alcholism, during the 
warm spell, the word goes out that 
General Humidity 
has got 
another 


victim. 
With dry heat evaporation of per- 
spiration is more rapid, and tho body 
is^Jcept cooled. 
And in dry commu- 
nities alcohol is notoriously more pop 
ular. Of course the man who resorts 
to alcohol for purposes of cooling off 
or warming up is much more liable 
to heat prostration, sunstroke, pnou- 


i monia or bankruptcy than tho 
ni.in 


; who depends upon good old hydrogen 
monoxide. 
Kidney disease, weak heart, consti- 
pation, insufficient sleep and foolish 
clothing are 
contributing causes of 
heat prostration. By foolish clothing 
we dc not refer particularly to the 
furs affected by fashionable ladles dur- 
ing the warm spell; but rather to the; 
superflous layers a man drags around 
with him all the time. In a hot wave 
a man's trousers, especially if IIP in a 
atout man, depend chleflj- upon his 
belt; he pants for a good pair of sus- 
penders but he is too vain to wear 
them. 
Heat exhaustion and heat strobe are 
widely different conditions. In heat 
exhaustion the victim is pale, breaths 
in a shallow manner, 
skin covered 
with clammy sweat, pulse very weak, 
mind dull—in fact, the symptoms are 
the same as in fainting or shock. In 
heat or sun stroke the face is flushed, 
skin hot 
and 
dry, pulse 
hard and 


bounding, breathing stertorous (snor- 
ing) 
and the patient unconscious—as 
in one with a stroke of paralysis (ap- 
optexy). 
The? first aid 
for heat 
ex- 
haustion is stimulation, as with arom- 
atic spirits of ammonia. The first aid 
for sunstroke or heat stroke is ice or 
cold to head and cold friction bathing. 
Warning sensations of a threatened 
heat exhaustion are Just faintness and 
perhaps nausea. 
Warning symptoms 


of sunstroke or heatstroke are dizzi- 
ness or blurrinc of vision and head- 
ache. 
Heatstroke or heal exhaustion 
mav occur in the night as well as in 
the" daytime, if the 
weather is 
very- 


oppressive. 
The one great prevpntatiye of heat 


prostration is the 
free drinking of 
cold water. 
Frequent drinks are bet- 
ter than occasional 
big drinks, 
al- 


though there is no sound reason why
